* COLONIAL DELEGATES

evening at the Garden club at Shep- 


pard’s Bush? when one thousand jour- 
naliste of the United Kingdom gave 4 
in honor of the 57 ‘colonial 
tes to the Roaring P sige Pores 
a, that open a e fo 

ffice on ondary. While oe 
Londoners predominated, every  set- 
tiott of the British Isles sent a dele- 
gate to welcome the colonial visitors, 
who have come to London from all 

corners of the empire. ; 

Three principal subjects to be dis- 
cussed are: “Cable news and press in- 
ter-communication,”’ when Lord Crewe 
will preside, and Postmaster General 
Buxton and Austin Chamberlain will 
be among the speakers. 

“The press and the empire@# under 
the presidency of the first lord of the 
admiralty, Reginald McKenna, who 
will be supported by the foreign sec- 
retary, Sir Edward Grey, Lord Cromer, 
Lord Esher and Alfred Lyttleton. 
There will be a second discussion of 
this same subject under the chairman- 
ship of A. J. Balfour, assisted by War 
Secretary Haldane and Lord. Roberts, 
and “Journalism and literature,’ with 
Lord Morley in the chair, and Augus- 
tine Birrell, Winston Churchill and 
Lord Milner among the speakers. 

The colonial visitors, rivetting their 
attention on the first of these three 
subjects, will make a strong plea for 
the reduction of cable rates and the 
laying of a government cable across 
the Atlantic, as suggested by Mr. 
Lemieux, the postmaster general of 
Canada, thus linking up the United 
Kingdom, Canada, Australia and New 
Zealand by an all-red line. A move- 
ment will be started also for the estab- 
lishment of an imperial press associa- 
tion and the interchange of news be- 
tween the colonies and England. 

The arrangements for the entertain- 
ment of the visitors are varied and 
include a garden party for them by 
the Prince and Princess of Wales, 
which will be attended by the King 
and Queen; an army review at Alder. 
shot and a naval review at Spithead, 
this last to be followed by a fort- 
night’s tour of England and Scotland. 

Lord Burnham presided at the 
banquet. Lord Roseberry delivered 
the speech of welcome to the pressmen 
and the reply was made by Sir Hugh 
Graham, of Montreal. 

In his address, Lord Roseberry, re- 
ferring to the forthcoming visit to the 
fleet at Spithead by the delegates, 
characterized the present situation in 
Europe as ominous. There was an ab- 
sence of questions, which ordinarily 


might be expected to lead to war, he| 


said, yet the threatening and overpow, 
“ering —sreparakigna: for war were. ys 
precedented in history. He was con- 
fident of the powers of’England to 
meet any reasonable conjunction «f 
powers, but when he saw this burst- 
ing out of navies he was uneasy re- 
garding the outcome. 

Lord Roseberry asked the delegates 
to carry the message that responsi- 
bility rest on every man of the empire 
and to tell the colonists how Europe 
is arming and the greatness of the 
pressure on this little island. 

Sir Hugh Graham, proprietor of the 
Montreal Btar, responding to Lord 
Roseberry’s toast, ‘‘Our Guests,” said 


~that the colonial press was responsible | 


for the wave of sentiment which is 
sweeping the outlying portions of the 


empire and marks an important era { 


in the attitude of the people towards 
imperial interests.

Buffalo Nearly. All Corralled 

Spokane, Wash.—Howard Douglas 
and Alexander Ayotte, the former su- 
perintendent of Western Canadian 
parks and the latter Canadian immi- 
gration agent, have arrived in Mis. 
soula from the Pablo range, where 
they have been superintending the 
rounding up of the herd of 300 
buffalo which they expect to ship to 
the Canadian parks from Reavalli 
Most of the buffalo are now corralled 
on the range, and, according to Mr 
Douglas, the work of hauling the big 
corral at Ravalli, from which point 
shipment will be made, will be started 
Saturday and the herd will be placed 
on the cars in about two weeks. 

The hauling will be done by teams 
The buffalo go directly to the buffalo 
park, 120 miles east of Edmonton, Al 
berta, and where the Canadian govern 
ment now has a herd. The whole of 
this bison herd was sold by Pablo 
early last year, after the United 
States had refused to take the animals 
to stock the national park.

Mr 
Sidney George Fisher, the author of 
the treatise; declared that~ -Bnglish 
colonists are ‘still at best exactly 
what John Adams and Hamilton over 
a hundred years ago described as 
political slaves,’’ and that the control 
of the British government over Can- 
ada is far more absolute than it was 
before the American revolution, 

Mr. Borden describes these attempts 
as amazing misconceptions, and pro 
ceeds to outline the constitutional re- 
| lations between Canada and the moth 
erland, in reference to which he writes 
as follows: oe 
| ‘Founded upon the endowment of 
| perfect and civil religious liberty, 
| maintaining the full powers of self- 
government, molded by _ recognized 
conventions attending growth and de 
velopment strengthened both by senti 
ment and by interest, the voluntary 
and happy ties which bind Canada to 
| the empire, are not weaker, at least 
than those which might be invoked to 
retain any state within the union. 

“Growth and development cannot be 
stayed. New cohditions would evolve 
which might entail new duties ane | 
new responsibilities. But the great 
races to which the Canadian people 
trace their ancestry have never been 
prone to neglect opportunity or to 
avoid responsibility, and the outlook 
has broadened. In the consciousness 
of her vast possessions and wonderful 
resources, in realizing and utilizing 
| her wealth of opportunity for material 
| development, Canada will not fail to 
turh her eyes to loftier ideals. ‘To ac. 
complish the wise and just solution of

| walks by faith and not by sight. Be 
lieving Gen. 1 and Ps, xxxili, 6, 7, we 
know how the worlds were made. 
Some want to understand in order to 
believe, but verse 8 says that we must 
believe in order to understand. The 
world says “Seeing is belfeving,” but 
Jesus said that if we believe we shall 
see (John xi, 40). We must hold fast 
| that the way to understand is to be- 
| HMeve and that without faith it is im- 
possible to please God (verses 8, 6). In 
the first be'f of our chapter we have 
| faith i Justrated Ip seven men from the 
book of Genesis, five of whom were 
mentioned by name by the Lord Jesus, 
-He thus indorsing their record. Dr. 
| Saphir says that in the first three we 
have the sacrifice of faith, the walk 
of faith and the obedience of faith. 
The first is of necessity sacrifice, for 
//unless we have the forgiveness of sins 
| by the shedding of blood there can be 
| no fellowship and no works of faith 
or labor of love, Abel -could not offer 
a sacrifice of faith unless he had some 
word of God to guide him, for faith 
' cometh by hearing the word of God 
(Rom. x, 17). 

That word was spoken by word or 
deed, or perhaps both, when the trans- 
action of Gen. iii, 21, occurred, and 
Adam must have instructed his chil- 
dren that there could be no access to 
God but by sacrifice, “Cain brought 
the best be had, but there was no shed- 
ding of blood. He was disobedient and 
therefore not accepted. There is only 
one way to God, and all other ways 
| are the way of Cain—that is, of the 
devil (Judg. 11; I John {if, 12). Being 
redeemed by tbe precious blood of 
Christ, it is our privilege to walk with 
God as Enoch did, or as ft is written 
of Levi, “He walked with me {n peace 
and equity and did turn many away 
from iniquity.”

GOING ABOUT IN CHINA. 


Useful Sedan Chair In the Crowded, 
Noisy Streets of Canton. ; 

There are but two ways to go about 
Canton—on foot or in a sedan chair. 
The streets are from four to eight feet 
wide, the average being probably about | 
six feet, and wheeled i i ate out 
of the question. Even the jinrikisha 
cannot be used here. If you try to 
make your way on foot, the density of 
the moving masses renders progress al- 
most impossible, and rowdies and pick- 
pockets are numerous, so that the best 
plan is to take a responsible native 
guide and chair. 

The chairs are carried by two, three 
and sometimes four men, according to 
the weight of the passenger. The two | 
bamboo poles by which the chsir is 
supported are about eighteen feet long 
and are joined at the front and rear 
ends by a crosspiece. After you have 
taken your seat the coolies raise the 
ends of the poles to their shoulders 
and are off at a dogtrot, only inter- 
rupted by @ “congestion of traffic,” 
which occurs very frequently. 

It {s surprising to see how rapidly 
they can go through the crowded 
streets. The whole line of chair car- 
riers are yelling all the time, as are 
other people who are carrying burdens, 
for as there are no carts in use the 
entire merchandise of the city is trans- 
ported in the same manner, not by 
chairs, of course, but slung on polete | 
carried across the shoulders.

anada, “the great exodus took place, 
and the loyalists flocked across the 
border into the land which they and 
their descendants have made great. 
They divided into two main streams, 
One moving eastward to the Maritime 


Provinces, the other flowing west- 
ward to the region, north of the 
Lakes.” ; 


Those who went. west settled along 
the sunny banks of the Niogara, 


the. peninsula, thot lies between 

Erie and Lake Huron, along 
the shores of Lake Ontario and down 
the banks of the St. Lawrence. They 
made little clearings in the virgin 
forest, with the logs they constructed 
huge habitations, and between the 
stumps they planted corn and sowed 
wheat. Such was the beginning of 
Ontario. In 1787, three years after 
their arrival, nnd just as they were 
thrown on their own resources by the 
Government, ‘ihe stubborn soil re- | 
belled against its new masters, and | 
the crops on all sides failed.’’. The 
remainder of thrt year and the first 
half of the following one became 
“the hungry year’ in our history. 
The condition of things that year 
among the Loyalists of Upper Canada 
is described by Mr. Roberts, who 
writes: ‘The people had to dig those 
wild, tuberous roots which children 
know as ‘ground-nuts.’ Butternuts 
and beech-nuts were sought with eag- 
er pains. The early buds of the bass- 
wood were gzsthered and boiled with 
the weed called ‘lamb’s-quarter’ and 
pig-weed and wild Indian cabbage. 
Game of all sorts was fairly abun- 
dant—deer, rabbits, turkeys, pigeons; 
but powder and shot were scarce. 
Gaunt men crept about with poles, 
striving to knock down the wild pig- 
eons; or they angled all “day with 
awkward, home-made hooks for a few 
chub or perch to keep their families 
from starvation. In one settlement | 
a beef-bone was passed from house to | 
house, that each household might 
boil it a little while, and so get a | 
flavor in the pot of unsalted bran | 
soup. A few of the weak and aged | 
actually died of starvation during 
these famine months; and others were 
poisoned by eating noxious roots ; 
which they grubbed up inthe woods | 
As the summer wore on, however, the 
heads of wheat, oats and barley be- 
an to grow pluinp. People gathered 
hengeily to the fields to pluck and 
devour the green heads. Boiled, these 
were a luxury; and hope stole buck 
to the starving settlements.” 

In the following autumn plenty was 
again showered upon the land, and 
from that time onward the settlers 
made steady progress. Of course, for | 
years their lives were those of a fron- 
tier people in a wilderness. Their 
homes were log cabins, their farms 

atches from which the trees had | 
head ramoved, but still bristling with 
stumps; their food was simple and | 
limited in variety, and their cloth- 
ing coarse and often scanty. Pork, | 
beef and mutton were scarce because 
the supply of live stock wag sinall, 
and increase in numbers wus check- 
ed by the depredation of the wolves. 
A staple article of diet was Indian 
cornmeal, from which was made 
“Johnnie cake,” the bread of the 
frontier. One of the delicacies of the 
cabin household was a pudding, made 
by boiling together pumpkin and 
cornmeal sweetened with maple sy 
rup. Venison and wild turkey were 
plentifw, and so it was that to the 
musket and the shotgun, and not to 
the butcher, that euch family looked 
for its supply of fresh meat 

The clothing brought by the Loyal- 
ists from the ‘“‘Stutes’’ wus dade to 
last as long as possible by means of 
working-clothes Leing made of deer- | 
skin, Nearly every womun wore a4 
leather dress. It was very durable, | 
but with constant use became glazed 
with grease. It was the practice w 
use strong lye in washing clothes, 
and it is told that a girl uttempted 
to clean ber deerskin dress by wash 
ing it in such a liquid, when, to her 
amazement and great distress, it | 
shrivelled up to w bit_of crisp leather. 
In ber predicament she had to tuke 
refuge in the potato-cellur until her 
mother eould fetch a blanket, with 
which the girl could cover herself 
Most of the household utensils were 
of wood, the white, fine-grained wood | 
of the poplar being preferred.

Alexander Selkirk, the original of 
“Robinson Crasoe,”” was born in 1676 
at. Largo, where hie. father was a 
thriving country shoemaker. Although 
he displayed some aptitude at school, 
@specially in learning navigation; he 
was of a restless and ttoublesome 
disposition. It thay be of interest to 
thosé of a superstitious nature to 
know that he was a seventh son, a} 
fact which, in his mother’s opinion, 
marked him’ out for a lucky destiny. 
Until he was twenty he worked at his 
father’s trade, but had to leave his | 
native place in order to avoid ecclesi- 
astica] censure for domestic quarrel- | 
ling erd went to sea for fuur years. 
Returning home in 1701, he again 
caused public scandal by his be- | 
havior, and was rebuked, along with 
others of the family, by. the Kirk Ses- 
sion. In the following spring he re- | 
turned to England in search of em- | 
ployment as a gailor. The war of the 
Spanish Succession was then breaking | 
out, and the celebrated Captain Dam. | 
p.er had projected an enterprise with 
two vessels, intending to sail up the 
La Plata and seize some of the rich 
galleons which sailed once a year 
from there to Spain. Selkirk was 
appointed sailing-master of the Cin- 
que Ports, of sixteen guns, the small- 
er of the two vessels. 

After cruising along the coast of | 
Chili, it was decided that the two 
ships should part company, having 
failed in the chief obiect of their ex- 
pedition, and the Cinque Ports sailed 
to Juan Fernand>z to refit. Here 
Selkirk, who had been for some time 
on bad terms with the captain, de- 
cided to remain on the island. <Ac- 
cordingly, in Octber, 1704, when the 
vessel was about to sail, he was row. 
ed ashore with all his effects It 18 
not necessary for me to go into the 
details of Selkirk’s lonely life on the 
island; it is familiar enough to every 
one. At length. on Janvary 31, 1709. |

Welsh Veteran Whe Died Recently 
Was One of the Foremost Fencers 
of the World and In 1888 Cafried 
Off the American Championship In 
“Bwords, Foils and Bayonete— Was 
Instructor ‘at ALM, C., Kingstbn. 


The announcement of the sudden 
death of Sergeant-Major Morgans at 
Basket Lake, near Kenora, was a 

at surprise to his numerous friends 
in Ottawa and throughout Canada. 

Sergeant-Major Morgans was one of 
the best known military men in Can- 
ada. He was one of the foremost 
swordsmén of the world and in 1888 
won the fencing championship of 
America with swords, foils and bayo- 
nets. He was born in North Wales 
in 1852 and in 1872 enlisted in the 
Scottish Fusiliers, now known as the 
Scotch Guards.

He was rapidly promoted and in 1882 |

was gazetted sergeant-major. He 
qualified at the School of Musketry, 
Hythe, in 1874, and at Aldershot in

lion. In 1878 he came to Canada and 
became instructor in gymnastics, 
fencing, boxing, infantry drill and 


Haeageit A for the Royal Military Col- 
ege, 
a large list of applicants for the posi- 
tion, which he held for 20 years. He 
has given exhibitions of his skill in 
fencing with sword, foils and bayonet 
in all parts of America and for many 
years was admitted to be the most 
skillful swordsman on this continent. 
In 1901 he traveled over the country 
with Col. Bill Cody, meeting all com- 
ers at fencing and sword exhibitions, 
and was nowhere defeated, upholding 


his reputation as one of the premier | 


swordsmen of the world. He was be- 
sides a very clever all-round athlete 
and was the holder of scores of 
championship cups, medals and tro 
phies. 

The sergeant-major was for a time 
orderly to His Excellency the Gov. 
ernor-General at Ottawa, and was lat- 
er attached to the Dominion police 
department, but a short while ago he 
accepted* a position on the staff of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific and was 
working in the north country when 
suddenly stricken.

“CASTLE OF ST. JOHN 


A LITTLE KNOWN BEAUTY SPOT 
IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


Fine Old Group of Ruined Casties, 
‘Churches and Manors Lies at Cart. 
Irigford Lough—Abbey le a Melic 
of the Fourteenth Century and te 
In Excellent State of Preservation 
—Count Taff's Castle Now a Store. 


If the ancient architectural beav- 
ties. of “Carlingford were as well 
known and as well advertised as Kil- 
larney the London & Northwestern 
Railway run to Lreland, via Greenore, 
would #00n be one of the most fre- 
quented of all the tourist routes. A 
small town 6n the edge of Carling- 
ford Lough, having pia a-few hun- 
dred inhabitants, it is literally crowd- 
ed with the remains of rui castles, 
churches, and historic houses. Per- 
haps the noblest feature of them all is 
the Castle of St. John, which stands 
on an eminence with a sheer drop to 
the water on one side, but with an 
excellent approach from the town by 
an easy climb, giving access to the 


> 


entrance by a bridge across the rail- 
way. In places the walls are said to 
be eleven feet in thickness, while 
glimpses may be obtained of cells re- 
miniscent of entombed — prisoners. 
Elsewhere are the remains of the an- 
cient Abbey, first erected as long ago 
as the fourteenth century. The out- 
line is well defined, the tower espe- 
cially, a picturesque ivy-covered ruin, 
being in excellent preservation. In

AN INTERESTING CASE 


Judgment Reserved in Case of 
Urquhart v. C. P. R. 


Judgment was reserved by the 
court en bano in a ease of consid- 
erable interest to the commercial 
and shipping community, heard 
in appeal at Calgary on Friday 
last. A. Urquhart & Co., of La- 
combe, are suing the O. P. R. com- 
pany. In June, 1908, Mr. Urqu- 
hart having in view a possible 
shipment of potatoes to Vancouver, 
went to the station agent at La- 
combe, and after stating the par- 
ticular purpose of his inquiry, 
asked to be informed of the rate 
on potatoes in carload lots to Van- 
couver. The agent looked up a 
schedule, and pointing to a cer- 
tain page, showed Urquhart the 
rate to be 8240 per owt. Urqu- 
hart at once wired his Vancouver 
customers that he could quote 
them potatoes f.o. b. at Vancou- 
ver at 700 a bushel. They accep- 
ted, and he shipped three carloads 
at intervals of several days. 

When the potatoes arrived at 
Vancouver his customers were in- 
formed that the true rate was 58 
per owt., instead of 32$c. They 
refused his draft for the purchase 
price, deducted the freight at the 
higher rate, and merely paid the 
balance. 

Urquhart then complained to 
the railway company, but yot no 
satisfaction and then sued for 4 
return of the excess rate charged, 
which amounted on the three car 
loads to over $800 

The fact was that 580 was the 
true rate, according to the tanff 
contirmed by the railway commis 
sion, although 82 had been the 
rate previously, and the change 
had been made only a few days 
before the information was yiven 
to Urquhart 

The company refused to refund 
on the ground that if it did so it 
would be tantamount to a rebate 
which is forbidden by the railway 
act. His Honor Judge Noel, who 
tried the case at Lacombe, yave 
judgment for Urquhart, on the 
ground of misrepresentation, aud 
assessed the damages at the dif 
ference between the freight char 
gee at the two different rates, al-
